Others have also been shipping, 
hence it is safe to say that 100 cars have gone out from Ada 
r.lone during the past year, to say nothing of shipments from 
almost every railroad station in the county. At present prices 
a car of hogs brings between $1,200 and $1,300, according to 
}Ir. Chamberlain from which it can readily be seen that the 
hog business has been an important item of income to the 
farmers. 


As for the work of the hen a good deal could be said. 


Car after car of poultry has been shipped from the county 
during the past few months and the crop of this year .will 
ellipse all previous records. The egg business has grown into 
cue of importance and is becoming greater all the time.

Corfu Mr. Vickrey saw a thousand 
orphan boys, Armenians to whom 
Greece hns given shelter, living fru- 
gally in a palace bearing every mark 
of 
regal splendor. 
It was the 


former summer pnlnce of the German 
Kaiser, one of the finest and most 
beautifully equipped residences in 
the whole world! 


"Observe the way in which Fate 


has operated," said Mr. Vickrey. 
"Nine years ago the Kfliser figured 
as War Lord of the world. The war 
left these thousand boys orphans 
because their parents nnd all known 
relatives were massacred or died of 
famine as a result of persecution 
by his allies the Turks. Today the 
Kaiser has lost his Empire and his 
throne; he lives in obscurity in Hol- 
land while the children whose par- 
ents he helped to send to their 
deaths are safe and happy in his 
palace at Corfu!"
